o’¢ this afternoon apparently 
awaiting orders regarding the dispo- 
sition of his shipwrecked cargo. 

In addition seven members of the 
crew were landed at the intet wharf 
by a coast guard lifeboat. 

The men tarried long enough to 
gay they “had a tough time” and 
then they were whisked. off to the 
coastiguard station where they were 
supplied with much-needed food. 

A boat from the steamship Caro- 
lina containing 19 of the ship’s peo- 
ple, including two women, has land- 
ed at Lewes, Del. 

This messagé was recéived by the 
New York and Porto Rico line to- 
day from the coast guard service. 
All but one of the 19 persons were 
indicated. 

The member of the crew was an 
engineer. 

One Amefican, W. H. Morton, sec- 
retary of the Porto Rico Fruit Co., 
was among those landed. 

A British steamer from West In- 
dian ports, arriving here today, re- 
ported that she had picked up at 4 
p. m., yesterday, off Cape May, an 
empty motor lifeboat belonging to 
the Carolina damaged by shell fire. 

The hull of the motor boat had 
been pierced by the fire of the U- 
boat's guns.

é6 HE first warning we had,” 
said Capt. R. K. Low- 

ry of the steamship 
Texel, sunk Sunday afternoon 60 
miles south of New York, “was 
when a shrapnel burst over the 
bridge at 4:20 on Sunday after- 
noon. Two submarines next drew 
alongside our ship. The Captain, 
who spoke good English, board- 
ed our boat, demanded our pa- 
pers and ordered us to leave the 
ship. The guns of his U-boat 
were kept trained on us.” 

After the submarine com- 
mander had taken over the Tex- 
el, Capt. Lowry reported the cap-. 
tor said: ‘I hate like hell to do 
this, but we have been ordered 
to get into action or return home. 

‘We have been over here for two 
months.”’ 

“There was no attempt to get 
the men,” Capt. Lowry contin- 
ued. “We manned_ two boats 
and everybody was saved. When 
we were leaving, one submarine 
nearly crashed into us. The 
Captain shouted and waved us 
back to safety.” 

The Texel sank at 5:15.

LETTERS REVEAL 
LIQUOR DEALERS’ 
FIGHT ON FOLK 


Letters From Ignatius J. 
Bauer, Secretary of State 
Association, Bare Opposi- 
tion to Be “Under Cover.” 


“MISSOURI IS NO 
LONGER HIS HOME” 


“Friends of Liberty Have an 
| Old Grievance to Even Up, 
and It Must Be Done in 


Senatorial Campaign.”’

JEFFERSON CITY, June 4.—Let- 
ters written by Ignatius J. Bauer, 
secretary of the Association of Retail 
Liquor Dealers of -Missouri, declar- 
ing that the association is “against 
Folk” and will work “under cover’’ 
to defeat him, have fallen into the 
hands-of supporters of Folk for Sen- 
ator here, and have created a decided 
stir in political circles. 

Only extracts of one letter have 
been obtained, and although the 
movement has been carefully guard- 
ed, the fact that the extracts were 
sent to 25 saloon keepers for their 
approval resulted in the information 
getting to the Folk men. This was 
a letter to Senator Wilfley, in which 
he was requested to vote against the 
Randall prohibition amendment to 
the agricultural bill. The extracts 
sent to the saloon keepers were: 

“The State Association of Retail 
Liquor Dealers of Missouri is against 
Folk for Senator, or Folk for any- 
thing. 

Work to Be “Under Cover.” 

“In fighting Folk, we do not: in- 
tend to hang a beer sign on whom- 
soever we favor for Senator, nor ask 
questions about Woman’s Suffrage 
or prohibition. 

“The agitation will be carried on 
with the simple request to scratch 
Folk. 

“Our work will start at once and 
under cover, in order to check. the 
organizing of Folk Clubs throughout 
the State. 

“Folk can be defeated like Swan- 
ger, by our association and its 
leagues, and to make Folk realize 
that Missouri is no longer his home. 

“The Liquor Dealers of Missouri 
owe a debt to Folk and are anxious 
to settle the account. 

“We feel sure that Folk can be 
eliminated notwithstanding his pop- 
ularity and that his campaign is well 
financed.”’ 

Leticr to Wilfley Supporter. 


The other letter, dated May 27, was 
addressed to R. Perry Spencer of St. 
Louis, actuary of the State Insurance 
Department and probably the most 
active Wilfley man among. Gov. 
Gardner’s appointees. It read: 

**‘May 27, 1918. 

“Mr. Perry Spencer, 

“State Insurance Department, 
“Jefferson City, Mo. 


“My Dear Mr. Spencer—The State 
Association of Retail Liquor Dealers 
of Missouri is against Folk for Sena- 
tor, or Folk for anything. In fight- 
ing Folk we do not intend to hang a 
beer sign on whomsover we favor for 
Senator, nor ask questions about 
woman's suffrage or prohibition. The 
agitation will emanate and te carried 
on by the liquor dealers through co- 
|operative leagues and other associa- 
‘tions, with the simple request to 
scratch Folk. The business connec- 
tions of the Retail Liquor Dealers 
with all classes of trade and the 
workingmen in particular, affords 
the opportunity to launch an anti- 
Folk movement in every city and 
hamlet at once, and under cover, in 
order to offset and check the organ- 
izing of Folk clubs in various parts 
of the State where the grievance 
against Folk has not been kept alive 
or entirely forgotten. 

“The political work of the associa- 
tion is done effectively, and without 
notoriety which occasionally makes 
it possible for political bosses to steal 
our thunder and get away with it. 


“The defeat of John E. Swanger, 
for instance, was brought about 
through. concerted agitation of 
leagues and associations whose names 
you find mentioned on our State leg- 
islative printed matter, and this agi- 
tation was inaugurated at an early 
date by your humble servant, as you 
will notice on date. of anti-Swanger 
resolution inclosed.

Walk-Out Comies Without Warning to En- 
force Demands for Higher Wages---Inter- - 
urban Transportation Also Affected. 


Three hundred and seventy-five motormen and conductors of the East St. 


Louis & Suburban Railway Co. struck

Mayor Mollman of East St. Louis 
called a meeting of Mayors of the 
cities affected by the strike, to con- 
vene at his office as soon as the other 


M&éyors could arrive. The purpose 
of the conference is to consider 
means for settling the strike. 

No Warning Given. 

The strike was declared by the 
interurban men at 2 a. m., and by 
the East St. Louis local men at 5, and 
was put into effect at once, the 
public having received no warning. 
Employes of East Side business con- 
cerns, living in St. Louis, first learned 
of the suspension of service when 
they reached Eads Bridge. The 
packing house sent large trucks 
across the bridge for their employes, 
but employes of other concerns 
found means of transportation most 
meager. 

The bridge railings were lined 
with persons walking across, while’ 
a crowd, waiting in vain for local 
and interruban cars, overflowed the 
waiting room at the west end of the 
bridge, and stood in Washington av- 
enue. A few overloaded jitney cars 
were in service, and gome workers, | 
unable to get aboard these machines, 
hired taxicabs. The conveyances were 
also loaded on their westbound trips, 
as many workers in St. Louis live on 
the East Side. 

The men are demanding 38 cents 
an hour for men on local runs, and 
43 cents on interurban runs, in place 
of the present scale of 33 and 35 
cents, which represented an increase 
of 2 cets an hour over the_ scale 
which prevailed until last Saturday. 
The scale of 31 and 33 cents, which 
prevailed until Saturday, was estab- 
lished by arbitration last year, and 
was to continue until May 1, 1919, 
under the agreement made at that 
time. Before the arbitration, the 
scale was 27 and 28 cents. 

Company Willing to Arbitrate. 

The company in the afternoon sent 
a telegram to former President Wil- 
liam H. Taft and Frank P. Walsh, 
representatives of the public on the 
War Labor Board, expressing its 
willingness to have the differences 
arbitrated by the board. The mes- 
sage said 450 men were on a strike, 
and that no attempt would be made 
to run cars until some form of arbi- 
tration had been devised. 

The company issued this statement 
of its position: 

“The present contract was entered 
into last July, effective May, 1917, 
for two years ending May 1, 1919. 
This contract was the result of arbi- 
tration, the third arbitrator being 
one of the men proposed by the 
union. The wages previous to this 
contract were 27c an hour for city 
men and 28c an hour for interurban 
men, and the new wages set by arbi- 
trators at 3lic for citY men and 35c 
for interurban men, this being at 
that time well above the average!

“In March, 1918, we made several 
voluntary concessions, including raise 
of pay for minimum day for trippers 
from 8 hours to 9 hours and 9% 
hours, with premium rates of 10c per 
hour extra for all tripper overtime. 
At that time we also agreed to allow 
$5 toward the purchase of uniforms. 
and on June 1, 1918, we increased 
pay by a bonus of 2c per hour, tgll- 
ing the committee at that time that 
this was all or more than our condi- 
tions justified at this time, but that 
his 2c an hour was not final, as when 
we received increase in fares, we 
would ‘share a portion of such in- 
crease with them, and if at that time 
they were not satisfied we would 
agree to mediate the matter with 
them.” 

The men are members of the 
Amalgamated Association of Street 
and Electric Railway Employes of 
America, the same union to which 
the St. Louis street car employes 
have belonged since the strike of last 
February. 

H. C. Grant, president of the inter- 
urban men’s branch of the union. 
said to a Post-Dispatch reporter that 
the company was officially notified 
10 days ago that the union would 
vote, last night, on a strike pro- 
posal, unless the increase demanded 
should be granted. He said the de- 
mand for an increase had been pend- 
ing since last September. 

Men Were Dissatisfied. 

“The award made by arbitration 
a year ago last month was never 
satisfactory to the men,” Grant said. 
“The cost of living has increased 
since ‘that time, and the men have 
found it necessary to ask for an in- 
crease. We have prolonged the ne- 
gotiations as long’as possible, as we 
have not wished to appear as being 
contract breakers. But when our 
men, getting 33 cents an hour, run 
their cars past street sweepers who 
are getting 50 cents an hour, as they 
do in Collinsville, and day laborers 
who get 42 cents, as they do in 
Granite City, it is pretty hard to 
keep them in line. 

‘We offered to take our increase 
in the form of a War bonus, or as 13 
temporary matter, to continue only 
while the present prices of every- 
thing continue. All we wanted wuas 
in some way to get enough money 
to enable us to live.” 

Edwardsville and Granite City 
were more fortunate than most of 
the other points on the interruban 
lines, as they had electric service to 
St. Louis via the McKinley System, 
which is not affected by the strike. 
Service between Alton and Edwards- 
ville was cut off, and those going 
from Alton and other points on the 
suburban line, to the county seat, had 
to use automobiles. The line between 
East St. Louis, Waterloo and Colum- 
bia, Ill., was not affected, being an 
independent line. 


FRENCH AIRMAN BRINGS DOWN |

IN FRANCE, Monday, June 3.—An 
American combat patrol engaged in 
a desperate fight with a large enemy 
patrol néar Ancerviller.in the Lune- 
ville sector early today. The Amer-

Dur- 
ing the fight the Americans found 
themselves being surrounded by 
overwhelming numbers, but mian- 
aged to extricate themselves and re- 
tire, fighting all the while. 


Man* Anti-Aircraft Guns. 

The Americans last (Sunday) 
night aided the French for the first 
time in manning anti-aigcraft guns 
in villages in Picardy and kept up 2 
terrific barrage when enemy aircraft 
again attempted to bomb hospitais 
end homes of civilians. 

The enemy artillery and machine 
guns are active around Cantigny, 
but all efforts to capture the village 
have been frustrated. 

An enemy patrol was fired on early 
this. morning. One German was 
killed and the body brought in. The 
American artillery continued to ha- 
rass the enemy; a fire was observed 
in Montdidier. 

Enemy aircraft have been particu- 
larly active in this sector. They have 
done no military damage, but con- 
tinue nightly raids on villages be- 
hind the lines, bombing promiscu- 
ously. Fortunately, most of the 
bombs have dropped in fields. 

Artillery Duel New Tone. 

After long inactivity, an artillery 
duel broke out this (*fonday) morn- 
ing northwest of Toul. It lasted 
several hours, both American and 
German batteries letting l6o0se ev- 
erything they had. The Germans 
used: much gas and high explosives. 
The terrific roar of the explosions 
gradually diminished until noon, 
when quiet reigned agaig. No in- 
fantry action developed. 

Lieut. Sumner Sewall of Bath, Me., 
today (Monday) shot down an ene- 
my two-seated airplane inside the 
American lines northwest of Toul, 
after a thrilling fight in which six 
German and three American planes 
participated. 

American Air Fights. 

One of the American patrol 
flizhts was intercepted and attacked. 
For 15 minutes the machine guns 
rattled and soldiers on the ground 
watched the maneuvers. They saw 
one enemy leave the formation and 
an American chaser pounce upon it. 
Both ‘aviators were firing. The 
American machine was hit twice, 
but not damaged. The American 
pilot is certain that he hit the Ger- 
man, which then started to retreat. 

It was here that Lieut. Sewall 
dashed in. He fought down the Ger- 
man from 5000 meters to 200 meters 
and finally brought it down in a 
field. What remained of the enemy 
plane was taken to Toul and set

INEW GUN TRACTOR

WASHINGTON, June 4.—The lIat- 
est .production of the Army Ord- 
nance Bureau; an armored tractor 
for hauling field guns, was demon- 
strated here yeste with Secre- 
Ptary Baker. Gen. , chief of 
staff and many foreign officers 
present. Hooked to a 4.7 inch field 
howitzer, the machine ran over the 
rough muddy ground of Rock Creek 
Park, which fecently balked the 
Finglish tank Britannia, cut down 
trees and climbed over the fallen 
trunks, dragging the gun behind it;

Officers who saw the demonstra- 
tion are convinced that no shell-torfn 
territory will stop the rapid move- 
ment of American field guns when 
they are sent to support infantry ad- 
vances. Moreover’ the machines are 
shrapnell-proof and can be disabled 
only by a direct shell hit.

-DENED EXEMPTION 


District Draft Board Secre- 
tary, After Investigation 
Makes Public His Estimate 
of Number. 


MADE EXAMINATION 
OF LICENSE RECORDS 


Says Excess of Licenses Is- 
sued About Beginning of 
War Approximates Num- 
ber of Exemptions. Later 
Refused. 


About 700 war bridegrooms who 
sought exemption from military 
service, on the ground of dependent 
wives, have been refused exemption 
by the St. Louis District Board, ac- 
cording to an estimate made public 
today by the board's secretary, Geo. 
B. Logan. 

Logan said that he had examined 
the marriage license records of 5t. 
Louis and St. Louis County, and had 
‘found that a large number of mar- 
riage licenses, out of proportion to 
former numbers, had been taken out 
immediately after the declaration of 
war. The excess number of licenses, 
he declared, was just about equal to 
the number of exemption claims 
later denied in the cases of newly 
married men. 

“The license record for the first 
week of April, 1917, showed no 
marked change from preceding 
years,” Logan said. “But in the 
week following the declaration of 
war, on April 6, the number of mar- 
riages in the city and country in- 
creased beyond all precedents. 

How the Averages Jumped, 

“The average of the first week in 
April of St. Louis and St. Louis 
County combined for the three pre- 
ceding years was 139. The first week 
of April, 1917, produced only 126 
licenses, 13 less than the average. 
The average for the second week in 
April was 159; yet during the second 
week in April of 1917 there appeared 
in the Recorder’s office of St. Louis 
and Clayton 498 loving couples wtih 
matrimony as their object, 339 above 
the average for the week. 

“This rush was continued in the 
last two weeks of April. The av- 
erage for the last half of. April for 
the preceding three years was’ 264, 
but these same weeks of April, 1917, 
produced an even 500 licenses, or 236 
above the average. It would seem 
therefore that there were 330 war 
licenses the second week of April 
and 236 during the last two weeks in 
April, making a total of 566 for that 
month alone. 

“The most striking proof of the 
reason for the big increase in mar- 
riages is gained by comparing the 
ages of the male applicants for the 
licenses. In April, 1917, out of the 
total number of 1137 licenses issued, 
only 199 were to men over the age of 
31. The average for the same age 
in the same month for the previous 
three years was 182, showing an ex- 
cess of only 17; yet for the same 
month there were 939 licenses issued 
to men under 31, as compared with 
428 average for the previous three 
years.” 


VISIT OF U-BOAT 
REVIVES BELIEF 
CYCLOPS WAS SUNK 


Officer Said to Have Declared 
He Had Been in American 
Waters Two Months. .

WASHINGTON, June 4.—Did the 
German submarines which raided 
American shipping off the Jersey 
coast destroy the missing collier 
Cyclops, or did they capture her at 
sea, put aboard a prize crew and 
send her to Germany? 

Out gf the mysterious disappear- 
ance of the American collier, miss- 
ing three months today, this ques- 
tion has been raised by the passing 
remark of one of the submarine cap- 
tors to Capt. Lowry of the Texel, 
that the U-boat had been on the 
American side of the Atlantic for two 
months. 

It is possible, though not probable, 
naval experts say, that the collier 
with her great cargo of manganese 
and some 300 persons might have 
been “spurlos versenkt’’—sunk with- 
pout a trace—after she left Barbados, 
where she put in for fuel. 

It is more likely, however, they 
say, that the Cyclops, sailing home- 
ward some time after March 4, when 
she cleared from Barbados, was met 
at night by submarines, possibly by 
prearrangement, at a time when only 
an officer on the bridge and a small 
watch on deck was to be reckoned 
with. If the Germans met tHe ship 
by arrangement it would have been 
very easy to send an armed crew be- 
low to quarte where most of her 
men were asleep, and take possession 
of the ship. 

Whether she could then have been 
skillfully navigated through the al- 
lied blockade to Germany or hidden 
.in some out of the way port only 
adds to the mystery. 

The statement of the U-boat com- 
mander that he has been in Amer- 
ican waters two months adds to the 
theory of those who have maintained 
that there is a submarine base on 
this side. The submarines could not 
otherwise hope to remain away from 
home ports for se long.at a time.

FOCH’S STRATEGY TO WAIT 
UNTIL KAISER USES UP HIS 
RESERVES, WRITES SIMONDS 


By FRANK H. SIMONDS, 
Author of “The Great War.” 

The end of the first week of the 
third German drive is marked by 
the announcement of a substantial 
check of the enemy along the whole 
front. This coincides exactly with 
the experience of the earlier drives 
in Picardy and in Flanders, and, 
barring an accident—always possi- 
ble in war—it seems safe to say that, 
for the moment, the worst is over, 
and that the present German offen- 
sive, with relatively slight further 
gains, will be pinned down between 
the Oise and the Marne, as the 
Picardy drive was pinned down be- 
tween Noyon and Arras. To use the 
phrase of Foch two months ago, the 
German flood again ‘* appears 
dammed. 

But it is essential to recognize that 
another German blow is now almost 
inevitable. The highest estimate of 
German divisions used in the present 
attack does not pass 50, and it is a 
matter of common agreement that 
at least an equal number are avail- 
ble for a new drive wherever the 
German high command may chose 
to put them in. And we may safely 
guess that the German blow will bea 
delivered against that portion of the 
line which hag been most weakened 
to meet the present emergency. 

With the pause in the present op- 
erations comes the opportunity to 
analyze a little the meaning of the 
three unmistakable successes scored 
by the Germans in the first 10 weeks 
of the campaign of 1918. It is plain 
that we are now in a transitional pe- 
riod between the war of. position, 
which endured from the close of the 
first battle of Ypres to the opening 
of the second battle of the Somme, 
and a war of movement, comparable 
with the campaign from Liege to the 
Marne. It is manifest that the Ger- 
mans have devised or developed a 
method of attack which. seems 
bound to transform the whole char- 
acter of operations at the present 
time. 

Analysis of German Successes. 

German successes so far analyzed 
and weighed by comparison with the 
previous efforts in three years of 
trench warfare have made a profund 
impression upon the allied mind. -It 
is impossible to escape the fact that 
a wave of pessimism and depression 
has followed the several advances 
made by the Germans... Yet, in the 
large measure, this has been que to 
the fact that we are still thinking in 
terms of trench warfare—of a war 
of position—while the character of 
the war has changed. 

The events of the past 10 weeks 
shed a new light upon the eastern 
operations of Germany. It is clear 
now that German successes against 
Russia, against Rumania, against 
Serbia, were due not merely to the 
fact that Russian, Rumanian and 
Serbian armies were inferior. to 
French or British; that the artillery 
and munitions of the eastern allies 
were inadequdte. It is beginning to 
be patent that in their eastern oper- 
ations the Germans devised a systein 
ef warfare which, tried in the west, 
first against Italy last fall, and now 
in France—in Picardy, Flanders ani 
Champagne—has proven effective 
beyond all expectations. 

But this was the history of the 
first campaign of the’'Marne. Frem 
the 6th of August, when the Ger- 
man troops appeared before Liege, 
to the 5tth of September, when the 
Battle of the Marne opened, German 
successes were uninterrupted and the 
total destruction of the French mili- 


— 


tary power seemed inevitable. Yet, 
in point of fact, as.we now know, no 
French army was destroyed, the or- 
ganization of French armies re- 
mained intact, and thus even before 


the Battle of the Marne the main 


German purpose had failed, as was 
revealed in that gigantic struggle. 

Failed to Destroy Allied Forces. 

Now, it is essential to remember 
that, despite the local, considerable, 
disappointing successes of the Ger- 
mans in their new campaign, they 
have so far failed to destroy any 
appreciable portion of the allied mil- 
itary force, which was equa! in num- 
bers to the Germans at the outset 
We may conjecture that the allied 
strategy has been defective, that 
there has been a failure to hold the 
Germans on the trench lines from 
Nieuport to Rheims, comparable 
with the failure in 1914 to hold 
the Germans between Mons and Mul- 
hausen. But the defeats of 1913 
have been far less disastrous thas 
those of 1914, and these earlier re- 
verses turned out to be indecisive. 

There is a balance to be struck in 
the minds of all who are watching 
this great struggle between an exag- 
geration of the enemy's successes 
and an inaccurate appraisal of the 
value of his achievement. He has 
two things to accomplish; he must 
conquer the will and the mé@rale of 
the French and British peoples, and 
he must smash their military es- 
tablishment. He must do it during 
this season of campaigning and after 
a third of his allotted time has ex- 
pired he has done neither. He has 
not been more successful in Eastern 
France than was Napoleon in 1813 
in Eastern Germany. Yet Napoleon 
lost Leipsic and the Germans crossed 
the Rhine at the end of 1813. 

Paying for His Gains. 

The German is paying for his 
gains by losses which equal, if they 
do not exceed, the cost to the allies. 
And each month the allied losses are 
being made up in large measure by 
the arrival of American troops, while 
the German is compelled to draw 
upon his own population to meet his 
losses. Some day he must risk all 
in an effort to translate his local suc- 
cess into a supreme victory and in 
the days of the Marne he had used 
up: his reserves in advance of the 
decisive battle. This is the peril for 
him now, and this is the object of 
Foch’'s strategy. If the minor suc- 
cesses cost the Germans too much 
they will be unable to deal the great 
blow at the end. 

At the present moment the Ger- 
man advance has approached but not 
yet quite reached the old battlefield 
of the Ourca, where Maunory opened 
the Battle of the Marne. The French 
lines now rest upon the great for- 
ests of Compeigne and Villers-Cot- 
teret; the flanks are securely resting 
upon the Oise and the Marne. Time 
has been allowed Foch to concen- 
trate allied reserves between Paris 
and the imperiled front. The rail- 
roads in this region were constructed 
to meet exactly this situation, and 
every advantage of communication 
is now with the French. Unless the 
situation changes, it seems fair to 
conclude that the operation between 
the Oise and the Marne is reaching 
its term and what we have now to 
expect is another German blow, de- 
livered somewhere between Verdun 
and Ypres. Until this blow has 
fallen the situation will remain 
grave. But at the present hour Paris 
is not in danger and the last three 
days have been marked by a rapid 
slowing down of the third German 


blow.

HE TELLS HOW COAL 
RATE HURTS ST. LOUIS 


Describes Condition He Con- 
tends Gives Chicago and 
Other Points, Including E. 
St. Louis, Advantage. 


The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion’s hearing on the application of 
the St. Louis Chamber of Commerce 
for abolition of the bridge arbitrary 
on coal was resumed at the Hotel 
Jefferson this morning, with attor- 


neys of the Terminal Railway Asso- 
ciation continuing their efforts to 
break down the force of the testi- 
mony given yesterday afternoon by 
}P. W. Coyle, traffic commissioner of 
the Chamber of Commerce. 

Coyle told in his direct testimony 
of the disadvantage which St. Couis 
incurs in competition with Chicago 
by reason of the arbitrary of 20 cents 
a ton on coal. Chicago, the prin- 
cipal competitor of the St. Louis in- 
dustrial district, he said, did not 
have to contend against rates on 
coal that were discriminatory against 
part of its industrial district. Rates 
from the mines to all parts of the 
Chicago industrial district, 30 miles 
from north to south and 15 miles 
from. east to west, were the same, 
whereas the greater part of the 
St. Louis industrial district, con- 
suming 71.5 per cent of the industrial 
coal, had to pay 20 cents a ton more 
for its coal than the remainder of 
the district, consuming only 28.5 per 
cent. 

Not Justified by Coal Costs. 

He pointed out also, that the rates 
to points outside of Chicago, nearer 
to the mines, where the same as to 
Chicago, whereas the rate to East 
St. Louis, just across the river from 
St. Laqyis, is 20 cents a ton cheaper. 
Denying that the cost of bridges jus- 
tified the discrimination, he testified 
that the cost of elevating the tracks 
in Chicago exceeded the cost of the 
St.-Louis bridges, and yet that cost 
was distributed over the entire haul 
instead of being imposed upon .. 
part of the Chicago industrial dis- 
trict. : 

Separation of St. Louis and East 
St. Louis by the river did not war- 
rant such discrimination, he said, 
and he pointed out that the Chicago 
River was not made a ’pretext for 
differential rates. 

He read into his testimony numer- 
ous rulings of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission bearing favorably 
upon the contentions of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce in this proceeding. 

Attorney T. M. Pierce for the Ter- 
minal, in cross-examining Coyle, 
tried to get him to admit that he 
knew of no reason why a manufac- 
turer should prefer St. Louis to East 
St. Louis. Commissioner Hackley 
interrupted to say to Pierce: ‘You 
are not contending, are you, that St. 
Louis is at no disadvantage in hav- 
ing to pay 20 cents a ton more for 
fuel than East St. Louis. 

Pierce admitted that if conditions 
were equal a manufacturer would 
probably go, where fuel was cheap- 
est, but insisted that conditions were 
not equal. 


2-HOUR WORK DAY AT $6

WANT “NAKED TRUTH 
MADE INTO BULLETS 


W.C. T. U. Assails Reservoir 
Park Memorial to Schurz, Pree- 
torius and Daenzer. 


The St. Louis branch of the Fed- 
erated Woman's Christian Temper- 
ance Union, in a letter to Park Com- 
missioner Cunliff, has sugzested that 
the bronze statue, “Naked Truth,” in 
Reservoir Park, Grand and Lafayette 
avenues, be melted down and used in 


making munitions with which to 
fight the Germans. 


This statue was erected by the 
Preetcrius-Schurz-Daenzer Memorial 
Association and was made possible 
by a gift of $20,000 from Adolphus 
Busch, the brewer. It*’was unveiled 
May 24, 1914, less than three months 
before the beginning of the world 
war, and was a memorial to Emil 
Preetorius, Carl Schurz and Carl 
Daenzer, former editors of German 
language newspapers in St. Louisa. All 
had been revolutionists in Germany 
and were loyal supporters of the 
Union in the Civi! War. 

The letter from the W. C. T. U. 
as follows: 

“ST. LOUIS, Nelson 
Cunliff, Park Commissioner, City 
Hall, St. Louis, Mo.: Dear Sir—aAt 
the business meeting of the Feder- 
ated W. C. T. U. held this afternoon 
attention was called to the bronze 
monument, ‘The Naked Truth,’ rep- 
resented by a colossal nude figure of 
a woman, at present located near one 
of the main entrances of Reservoir 
Park. 

“This monument having been a 
gift to the city from the German- 
American Alliance, en = organization 
now discredited for  dislovalty 
throughout the United States, we 
most respectfully ask that immediate 
steps be taken by your denartment 
for the removal of this ‘gift from 
Berlin’ from its present place of hon- 
or, and we further suggest that the 
bronze be used for munitions pur- 
poses. Very respectfully yours. 

“FANNIE B. ROBB. 
“Federated W.C. T. U. of St. Louis.” 

The German-American Alliance as 
such did not erect the monument, 
though its members, tike those of 
many other German societies, at- 
tended the dedication ceremonies. 
American and German flags were 
carried and “America” and “Die 
Wacht am Rhein” were sung. Two 
granddaughters of Adolphus Busch 
unveiled the monument. 

It was designed by Wilhelm Wand- 
schneider, a Berlin sculptor. 


COURT RULES AGAINST SALE 
OF 900 BARRELS OF WHISKY

TRAFFIC POLIGEMEN 
IN NEW UNIFORMS 


Grayish-Blue Form-Fitting Coats 
and Knickerbockers, With 
Helmets, Give Military Effect. 


The 45 traffic policemen of St. 
Louis gave downtown St. Louis an 
added touch of military atmosphere 
today when they went to their posts 
wearing their new summer uniform 


designed by Philip B. Fouke, pur- 
chasing member of the Police 
Board. 

In color, the uniforms are differ- 
ent from any ever worn by St. Louis 
policemen. They are grayish blue, 
closely approaching the shade known 
in the French army as “horizon 
blue,’”’ thogh grayer in effect and of 
greater visibility. 


The material is light and porous 
and is called Biltmore cloth. This 
is descriptive of the material and 
does not signify, as some of the men 
facetiously suggested, that the police- 
men chosen. for traffic duty are 
*‘built more” than other policemen. 

While the form-fitting coats, the 
knickerbockers and trim and shiny 
black boots give a decidedly French 
effect, the headgear is distinctively 
British. This is a “‘Stanley’’ helmet 
of khaki color such as English sol- 
diers are wearing in Egypt, Mesopo- 
tamia and Palestine. 


The men made a fine appearance 
in their new uniforms, ut were some- 
what hampered in their work by the 
‘‘joshing’’ remarks of passing pedes- 
trians and automobilists, few of 
whom could resist the temptation to 
say something about the change in 
costume. 

Before going to their posts at 10 
a. m., the traffic squad men were 
reviewed by Commissioner Foukg 
and Chief Young. One feature of 
the ne®W uniforms which pleased the 
policemen was that they were paid 
for by the Police Department. Po- 
licemen in other service must buy 
their own uniforms. 


URGES JEWS TO AID ALLIES 


Dr. Nahum Slousch Says Palestine 
Community is Far Off. 

Dr. Nahum Slousch, formerly a 
member of the French Moroccan 
Commission, who is in St. Louis to 
deliver a series of lectures on Jew- 
ish questions, says the Jews will have 
to’ make real sacrifices before their 
hopes for a Jewish Palestine com- 
munity are realized and that they 
must aid in every way the allied 
war program that they may have 
the sympathy and’respect of the 
conquering alliance after Germany 
is defeated.

The tribal 
chiefs have many slaves, and a ma- 
jority of the latter are Jewish, he 
said.

ANOTHER BIG RUSH 
70 JOIN THE NAVY 


205 Apply by 9:30 A. M.—Of- 
fice Opened at 6 A. M. to Re- 
ceive Men. 


The navy recruiting office, at Sev- 
enth and Chestnut streets, began at 
6 o’clock this morning, an hour ear- 
lier than ever before, to @nrol]l the 
acceptable men from the large num- 
ber of applicants who presented 
themselves. The, recruiting officers 
worked until midnight last night 
and accepted 158 men, the largest 
number of any day in the history of 
the recruiting office. 

Lieut. F. M. Willson, in charge, 
said he believed the reports of the 
raid by German submarines upon 
shipping along the Atlantic Coast 
had stimulated the movement among 
eligible men to enlist in the navy. 
The approach of registration day, to- 
morrow, when men who have be- 
come 21 years old since June 5, last, 
are required to register for the mili- 
tary service unless already in some 
branch, served, however, to hasten 
many youths to the navy office. 
Three-fourths of those accepted yes- 
terday were men who otherwise 
would have had to register tomor- 
row. 

When the office opened today 20 
men were waiting. At 9:30 o’clock 


.205 applicants had appeared and 25 


had been sworn in. As the day ad- 
vanced other crowds continued to 
arrive, giving promise of exceeding 
the number of yesterday, when 443 
men applied. 

In the forenoon 160 recruits par- 
ticipated in the parade which has 
become a daily feature of the navy 
recruiting campaign. They marched 
through downtown streets, led by a 
detachment of the Great Lakes 
Training Station Band. Some of 
them carried banners. One banner 
bore the words, “We are navy re- 
cruits and anxious to go to sea;” 
another, “We are navy recruits and 
proud of it.” The parade was 42 
block long, with the recruits march- 
ing two abreast. 

In an effort to obtain 2000 recru‘ts 
in St. Louis in June, Lieut. Willecn 
has sent out letters to business men 
urging each to bring in at least one 
recruit. He cites the case of one 
St. Louis business man- who brought 
in 14 applicants, of whom 11 were 
accepted, in the past 10 days. 

“Remember that one man in the 
navy now is worth six later,” the 
letter says. 

A detachment of the new recruits 
will be sent tonight to ‘the Great 
Lakes Naval Training Station, near 
Chicago. They will.entrain at Union 
Station between 8 and 9 o’clock.

Grand Jury Takes Up Inves- 
tigation of Ballots Cast for 
Newell and Slater in Public 
Administrator Race.

Board of Election Officials 
Among First Witnesses— 
Watchers and Challengers 
at Polls to Be Examined. 


The grand jury today began an in- 
vestigation into alleged discrepancies 
and irregularities in the counting of 
ballots cast for James Newell, 
Democratic candidate for Public Ad- 
ministrator, and Frank M. Slater, 
present incumbert of that office, in 
the election of Nov. 7, 1916. The in- 
quiry, directed by Assistant Circuit 
Attorney Baer, is made under §in- 
structions delivered yesterday to the 
jury by Circuit Judge Falkenhainer.. 
who ordered a thorough investiga- 
tion and the return of true bills, if 
evidence of fraud is found, “against/ 
whomsoever it may be.” 

The first witnesses summoned are 
Newell, his attorney, Peter Barrett; 
Chairman Arnold of the Board of 
Election Commissioners, J. H. Stans- 
tury, chief clerk of the Election 
Board's office, and James Griffin, 
Assistant Circuit Attorney, who was 
rresent at the recount of the ballots. 

Probably Take Two Weeks. 

The Election Board officials were 
served with a subpena, requiring 
them to produce the ballots in ques- 
tion.

\Stories of Experiences 
as Prisoners on U- 
Raider Along U. S. Coast: 


48 Members of Crews Put Off in Small Boal 
—How They Were Captured—Size and 
Armament of Submarines. 
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By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bereau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, June 4.—Forty-cight 
of the crews of vessels sunk by Ger- 
man submarines brought to port to- 
day by a coastwise steamship were 
landed last night. About half of them 
had been prisoners for several days 
aboard the submarines. 

They were from the steamship 
Winconnie and the schooners Hattie 
Dunn and Edna. Tweive mor from 
the schooner Hauppaug and Isabel 
B. Wiley, who were making for shore 


in a motor yaw! last night are be- 
lieved to have landed somewhere 
further down the coast. 

The Captain of the submarine 
boasted to Capt. C. M. Gilmore 
who was one of the prisoners, that 
he had oil and provisions enough to 
remain on this side of the water for 
a month more, dnd added that he 
intended to do so. 

The story of their eight days on 
the raiding submarine was told by 
Capt. Gilmore, who was master of 
the schooner Edna, and Capt. Charles 
F. Holbrook of the schooner Hattie 
Dunn. Both men are from Maine. 
The trip on the U-boat lasted from 
the afternoon of May 25 until 19 
o’clock last Sunday morning, when 
they were placed in the boats of the 
Winnconnie and told to make for 
shore. A coastwise steamer picked 
up all but 12 of them up to yester- 
day, 25 miles off Barnegat. The 12 
in a motor yawl should have landed 
by this time on the New Jersey 
shore. 

Capt. Holbrook’s Story. 

The third crew on the submarine 
came from the schooner Hauppauge. 
Capt. Holbrook told how the subma- 
rine, with superstructure above the

The polling places under investigza- 
tion are those of the Twenty-third 
Precinct of the Thirteenth Ward, 
where Newell got 201 votes on the 
face of the returns and 262 on the 
recount, while Slater’s count fell off 
from 210 to 145; the Sixteenth Pre- 
cinct of the Seventeenth Ward, 
where Newell made a gain on the 
recount from 141 to 267, and Slater 
suffered a loss from 299 to 178; and 
the Seventeenth Precinct of the Sev- 
enteenth Ward, where Newell's 
count rose from 110 to 181 and Slat- 
er’s dropped from 196 to 141. New- 
ell’s total gain in the first polling 
place named was 126; in the second, 
246; and in the third, 126—a com- 
plete total of 498. 

The grand jury will look into the 
returns from the Eighteenth ‘Precinct 
of the Seventeenth Ward, where 
Newell was credited with only 138 
votes, when, according to the _ re- 
count, it should have been 183. The 
Circuit Attorney’s office is inclined 
to think that in this case a ee 
error was made.

schooner flying he signal “Stop im- 
mediately,”’ and the flag of the Im- 
perial German Navy. 

“An officer and three men came 
over in a small boat, not over 12 
feet long,’’ Capt. Holbrook said, 
“and the officer, in perfect English, 
told me we mad 10 minutes to get 
into our boats. They placed. bombs 
along the sides of our vessel and 
blew her up at once.” 

Afer Capt. Holbrook and his seven 
men had been sent.below decks on 
the submarine, the raider started off 
after the Edna. 

“We were kept below decks for 
several hours,” Capt. Holbrook con- 
tinued his story, “until the Edna 
and Capt. Gilmore had fallen prey 
to the Germans. Then I guess the 
commander thought he had done a 
good day’s. work, for he was in ex- 
cellent humor and told us we cap- 
tains could go on deck and have a 
smoke. 

“We submerged many times in 
the first three days on board, and to 
a man like myselr, who is not used 
to it, it was an unpleasant experi- 
ence. On May 27 we had’ dinner 
with the submarine lying on the 
botom in 28. fathoms of water. The 
commander told us it took 45 sec- 
onds to submerge. 

“There were times when I could 
hear them using their wireless. One 
night the sputtering was so loud it 
woke me up. They were sending 
messages either to another ship or to 
some shore station. Every night the 
operators listened to press bulletins 
sent out from America and one of 
them told me abouf the big drive in 
France. He also said that a White- 
head torpedo factory had been blown 
up in Austria last week.” 

Captives Treated Well. 

Capt. Gilmore described the hospi- 
tality of his captors. The German 
officers and men surrendered their 
bunks to the Americans, he said. The 
American captains ate at the officers’ 
table and got cigars and liquors. 

“Don't get excited, captain, take 
your time. We'll be around here an 
hour and a half,’"Capt. Gilmore said 
he was told by the German officer 
who rowed over to announce that 
the schooner was to be sunk. So 
Capt. Gilmore carefully gathered up 
all his personal belongings and took 
them with him to the submarine. 

“When I got over to the submarine 
I found I had left my silk umbrella 
behind,” the American captain went 
on. “When the Germans rowed 
back from blowing up the schooner I 
found that besides the few things 
they had picked up for themselves 
they had brought me my umbrella. 

‘We were on top of the water most 
of the time, though we had to sub- 
}merge many times on sighting Amer- 
ican and British warships. Once we 
were helow the surface for 20 hours. 

“It seemed to me that this subma- 
rine was at least 300 feet long. There 
were 76 men in the crew and there 
were two six-inch guns, one forward 
and one aft. The guns were 32 feet 
long each. 

“Of course we were prisoners, al- 
though we were treated well, made a 
pretty big ship's company, and the 
commander said he was looking for a 
sailing vessel to put us aboard. He 
said he didn’t want to take us to 
Germany. After the Winnconnie was 
sunk we were put into her boats and 
the launch of the Isabel Wiley, 
which was sunk a little later.”

I saw a flag 
on the ship, but it was hanging limp 
as though wet. . I called to the 
captain, ‘Say! That's a German sub- 
marine out -here!’ I laugh and 
he laughed back, te 
Not Suspicious at First. 

“Though she began to circle 
around tg, we felt no suspicion, 
thinking it was one of our patrol 
boats looking us over. I looked 
at her through the glasses. Next 
minute I bellowed to the captain: 
‘She’s flying the German flag!’ and 
she was. That was only a second 
after a man standing near me had 
said sarcastically, ‘Wonder she 
wouldn't move off and quit looking 
at us. Can’t they see we’re Amer- 
icans, too?’ In a few minutes she was. 
a hundred feet or so from us and 
a chap in gold lace yelled at us to 
get ready to leave our boat within 
10 minutes. One of our men still 
thought it was an American sub- 
marine and shouted back;. ‘We're 
Americans,’ and the German officer 
came back with this: ‘Yes, and we 
are Germans. Hurry up and get 
ready.’ 

“But our man was a damned fool 
and shouted something nasty at the 
German. We shut him off with lit- 
tle delicacy. We were not going 
to be torpedoed while We had a 
chance to row away alive. 

“Another man didn’t stop to ar- 
gue about it, but went over the side 
head first. He swam about a bit 
and we picked him up in the row- 
boat. 

“Capt. Newcombe said he didn’t 
need 10 minutes to. get into the 
boats. He said five would do, and 
one of the crew piped up that he 
could make it in one. But the Ger- 
man rowed over with some of his 
men. He told the captain he had 
seven and one-half minutes and 
could get some odds and ends to- 
gether before leaving. 

“One Shell for Good Lack.” 


and a short while after we left her 
we heard the bombs go off. Just as 
the Cole’s bow was dipping into 
Davy Jones’ locker, it seemed to me 
that the U-boat fired a shell into 
the hull just for good measure. 

“We rowed hard, without water 
and without compass. Some of the 
boys sang and cheered a’ bit just to 
keep up their spirits, though they 
really didn’t have to. They weren't 
scared, but each thought some of the 
other men might be scared. AS a 
matter of fact, we weren’t dazed by 
the U-boat’s appearance as much as 
‘you might think; becausé we had 
heard so many rumors about. the 
presence of submarines that we had 
begun to believe that they might be 
in American waters. 

“At 7 o'clock we saw another ship 
engaged in battle with a U-boat. I 
don’t know how she made out. We 
were pretty far from them, getting 
in toward shore all the time. Along 
toward dusk. we niet up with the 
Bristol. The Bristol didn’t know 
about the submarine until she 
sighted us. / 

“When we got ashore at New York 
I had a difficult time to convince 
people we had met submarines. Next 
time I ship I’m going to sign papers 
for some kind of an ironclad running 
between Gowanus Canal and Pros- 
pect Lake Park.” j 

Tanker Sunk Near Shore. 

No lives were lost when the tank 
steamer Herbert IL. Pratt sank off 
the New Jersey coast yesterday, aft- 
er being torpedoed. An account of 
the atttack given the Navy Depart- 
ment by the master of the ship over 
the telephone from Lewes said all the

The master’s story as given out by 
the Navy Department follows: 

“The Pratt was torpedoed at 2:35 
p. m. today; position about one mile 
southeast of Overfalls Light. After 
being hit she was headed for the 
beach and ran aground in seven 
fathoms of water, with stern well out 
of the water. She apparently lost no 
oil. Didn’t see submarine at time of 
sinking. Several scout patrol boats 
came to the rescue and removed the 
crew. No one was injured.” 

In response ‘to questions, thé mas- 
ter said he saw the wake of the sub- 
marine. 

The Pratt cleared from Tuxpam, 

Mexico, on May 25, for Philadelphia 
and was loaded with crude oil. 
The crew of the Boston schooner 
Jacob M. Haskell, sunk by a German 
submarine 40 miles east of Barne- 
gat, N. J.. Sunday, was landed at an 
Atlantic port by the steamer Grecian 
of the Merchants’ and Miners’ Line. 
today. The 11 men had been in 
their small boat for 19 hours when 
picked up. 

Mate George H. Gilliatt of the 
Haskell said: 

“The first we knew of the pres- 
ence of the Germans was at noon 
Sunday, when a shot was fired across 
our bow by the submarine. At first 
we could see nothing, but a few min- 
utes later Capt. William H. Davis 
sighted the undersea boat. An offi- 
cer and several men came aboard of 
us and we were told to leave the 
schooner at once. While we were 
putting provisions in our power boa: 
the Germans placed bombs on our 
vessel. 

“Following the orders of the sub- 
marine officer, we went alongsid> 
the U-boat. The submarine shelled 
our ship in addition to exploding the 
bombs, and she sank in five minutes. 

“The last we saw of the submarine 
she was circling*around, apparently 
waiting for other vessels. There 
were no other ships in sight at the 
time. 

“After putting off fro mthe sub- 
marine,” the mate said, “we headed 
for the New Jersey coast, and next

Men in Draft Age Idle or Em- 
ployed Non-Productively.

WASHINGTON, “June 4.—Rules 


for the ehforcement of Provost-Mar- 
skal General Crowder’s “work or 
fight” regulations, just announced, 


call on all,citigens:to report to the 
nearest local draft board names of 
men within draft age who are ha- 
bitually idle or who are employed 


Each local board is created into 
what.will be practically a court to 
sit probably weekly. to decide such 
cases as may be brought before it. 
Upon a case being presented, the 
board will serve a notice on the 
registrant of nat less than three days 
nor more than seven days, directing 
him to present such evidence as he 
may care to submit. 

In every case the board must senda 
the complete record to the district 
board for approval, even if the de- 
cision is in’ favor of a man. If 
the district board approves the find- 
ings adverse to a registrant, he will 
be given-notice and if any vacancies 
exist will be sent immediately to 
camp or be placed at the top of the 
list of those next to go. 

An appeal to the President may 
be made only in the event of a dis- 
senting vote in the district board 
and with recommendation of the ap- 
peal agent or Adjutant-General.

‘ON SENATORIAL RACE |= 


Former City Committeeman Had 
Been Announced as Republican 
Candidate for Stone’s Seat. 


John 8. Leahy, former City Coun- 
cilman, who was announced last 
night by John Schmoll, chairman of 
the Republican City Committee, to be 
a candidate for the Republican nom- 
ination for United States Senator, | 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter today 
that he had not definitely decided 
whether he would seek the nomina- 
tion, but that he expected to be pre-

Leahy has had the senatorship un- 
der consideration for several weeks, 
ard .has been urged by the St. Louis 
Republican organization to make the 
race, but has hesitated, he has told 
friends, for personal reasons. Leahy 
is a warm admirer of former Su- 
preme Judge Henry Lamm of Se- 
dalia, and has been among those who 
have urged Lamm to become a can-~ 
Gidate. Lamm, however, several 
weeks ago gave out a positive state- 
ment that he would not be a candi- 
date, but since that time many of his 
friends have visited him and have 
urged him to.reconsider his deci- 
sion, : 

For the Democratic nomination 
Senator Wilfley and former Gov. 
Folk so far are the only candidates. 
Friday is the last -day for filing, and 
it is thought probable that there 
will be no other filings, though many 
Democrats, particularly of the “old 
guard” variety, who would not. be* 
satisfied with cither Wilfley or Fotk, 
have been urging Attorney-General 
McAllister to become a candidate. 

McAllister Seems Undecided. 

McAllister recently told friends 
that he could not see his way clear 
to enter the race, byt yesterday h> 
appeared undecided. When askea 
by a Post-Dispatch reporter if he in- 
tended to file, he replied: 

“I cannot make any statemen: 
about that at this time.” 

If McAllister becomes a candidate 
he probably would obtain the sup- 
port of the Federal office holders 
and the close friends and supporters 
of Senator Reed. They are inclined 
to go with Wilfley, though they say 
they object to supporting a Gardner 
candidate.’ Reports in St. Louis are 
that Senator Reed has so far refused 
to indicate that he prefers Wilfley 
to Folk, though the fight between 
Reed and Folk has been bitter since 
1904, when Folk defeated Reed for 
the nomination for Governor. 

The Reed men say that Wilfley 
has ignored the senior Senator from 
Missouri since he went to Washing- 
ton. One instance pointed out is 
that it is customary for the senior 
Senator to escort a new Senator 
from his State to the White House to 
call on the President. Wilfley went 
alone to see President Wilson. How- 
ever, it is to be explained that Sena- 
tor Reed is not a welcome guest at 
the White House because of his con- 
tinued opposition to the President.

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JUSTICE FOR THE PRESS. 

In its decision in the McClung libel suit against: 
the Post-Dispatch, Division No. 2 of the Missouri 
Supreme Court has added to the exceptional rec- 
ord of our Supreme Court in sustaining the rights 
of newspapers in the publication of news and 
comments on the conduct of men in positions of 
public trust. 

The Missouri Supreme Court has laid down 
broad, fundamental principles governing the right 
and duty of publications to expose and condemn 
wrong conduct in public office. It has sustained 
the liberty of the press in honest efforts to pro- 
tect the people from official wrongdoing and, to 
promote good government by exposing official 
corruption. 

Division No. 2, composed of Commissioner Ray 
and Justices Walker and Faris, has maintained 
a fundamental principle of justice by declaring 
unconstitutional the libel law.of 1909, which pro- 
vided, that newspaper corporations might be sued 
in the county where the plaintiff resides. 

The law permitted the forcing of a defendant 
corporation to defend itself in the home county of 
a plaintiff who felt aggrieved by its utterances. 


1 The law gave all the advantage of the place of 


trial to the plaintiff. 

When the law was passed the Post-Dispatch 
protested against it as unjust and contrary to 
sountl principles of right. It was of a kind with 
the Roosevelt plan to drag the publisher of the 
New York World to Washington to answer for 
an alleged libel uttered in New York, where the 
newspaper was published. The Roosevelt effort 
fell under a. righteous ruling.of the court and

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THE CALL FOR TRAINED NURSES. 

The Red Cross has been called upon by the 
Surgeons-General of the Army and Navy for the 
enrollment of at least 25,000 trained nurses this 
year, for the proper nursing of our wounded sol- 
diers and sailors. This, it is said, will require the 
enrolment of practically every trained nurse in 
the country. Of these, the physically qualified will 
go to do“actual war work, while the rest will be 
assigned to hospitals and other institutions where 
nurses are needed, 

While the men of the nation have consented 
to legal compulsion and are going to the front by 
their thousands to win this righteous war, they 
aré looking to those among the women who are 
competent and fit, to second their efforts volun- 
tarily by giving that vital aid and comfcrt to the 
wounded which only such women can give. With- 
out a sufficient number of trained nurses, Amer- 
ica’s young men will languish and die. This will 
have the effect of prolonging the war and thus 
robbing the country of thousands of men who 
otherwise might not have to be sacrificed. 

It is believed that, when ths need is known, 
trained nurses will gladly volunteer for this most 
honorable, patriotic duty. The responsibility lies 
directly upon the registered nurses to enroll 
themselves, and upon the graduate nurses to make 
themselves eligible for enrollment. It is a priv- 
ilege offered to women greater than any that has 
ever been offered. Every possible protection will 
be given them, including a special provision for 
insurance. | 

The public can help in making this call effec- 
tive. There are thousands of persons who can 
dispense with trained nurses, now retained partly 
in the capacity of companions. Other ind‘7iduvals 
who have been in the habit of employing trained 
nurses where their services were really nct needed 
can help by discontinuing the practice. But, in 
order to encourage the patriotic nurse, it is urged 
that, when a trained nurse is really needed, an 


‘enrolled Red Cross nurse be employed, if available. 


Physicians and hospital organizations can also 
be of great help in this move.nent by releasing 
as many of their graduate nurses as can be 
spared, substituting competent women not gpe- 
vially fitted for war work, or beyond the service 
age. ‘ 
Nurses who volunteer now will he especially en- 
titled to the gratitude of their country. The crisis 
is upon us and the need acute. Day by day the 
number of wounded will increase. It is a call not 
only from the country, but from the lips of suffer- 
ing men and thousands of others menaced with 
death. America’s women will not let that cry go 
unheeded. | 
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SOAP BOX PARES.

THE WAR COMES TO AMERICA. 

It was not until nearly fourteen months after 
our declaration of hostility against Germany that 
the war was brought to America in U-boat attacks, 
some of them less than fifty miles from the New 
Jersey coast. ’ 

It was to be expected earlier. The hope, of 
course, was to torpedo troopships in such number 
and with such loss of life as to spread dismay and 
check the swift movement of our army units to 
France. What was really accomplished was the 


together with one or two moderate-sized coastwise 
steamers. The steam tonnage lost in the opera- 
tions that revealed the presence of the U-boats 
and instantly put the United States on guard will 
be replaced with only a few hours’ work in our 
shipyards. 

That the cruising radius ‘of the larger subma- 
rines would enable them to make hostile visits 
to our waters has been known from the first. To 
defeat their purpose was the object of a numerous 
and vigilant patrol maintained along the Atlantic 
coast since the spring of 1917. The new point jus- 
tifying anxiety relates to the source from which 
the U-boats obtain the fuel oil and supplies that 
are indispensable to long absence from their own 
port. Is there a tender ship somewhere off shoie 
that is furnishing these essentials? Or is there a 
base in some obscure Mexican port or at some 
uninhabited islet in the West Indies or other 
group? 

The feeling of panic that might have come with 
an earlier attack of this sort is obviated by the 
perfection of present means of locating submarines 
at considerable distance and destroying them 
when located. The bravado visit to home waters 
is, in fact, a practical confession of the success 
with which auch means are employed in foreign 
waters, The U-boats will be run down and along 
with that the places where they replenish their 
power and provisions must be determined. 

In the exhaustive measures of search and de- 
fense to make the Western océan unhealthful for 
all time to submarine piracy, it may be that the 
mystery of our missing Cyclops will have a dra- 
matic explanation. Anxiety may be relieved by 
finding her or her marooned ship’s company safe 
in some out-of-the-way spot to the south of 
southeast. 


WHERE MRS. STOKES FAILED. 

The disappointing career of Rose Pastor Stokes 
has had its logical result in the sentence of im- 
prisonment imposed on her in the Federal Court 
in Kansas City. Sympathy for her husband, a 
loyal man of high ideals, would prompt the hope 
that some mitigation of her sentence may be ob- 
tained; but the woman’s own attitude seems to 
render any leniency impossible. 

The story of Rose Pastor’s girlhood hardships as 
a cigar maker, and of her marriage to a wealthy 
and altruistic young man was an appealing one. 
It was to be expected that she would continue to 
feel an interest in the condition of working wom- 
en, and of the poor. Her first work which attract- 
ed general attention was in the birth-control 
movement. Many persons believe there should 
be some means Of reasonably limiting the number 
of children for whom poor and overburdened 
women -have to care; but a woman with no chil- 
dren of her own cuts @ poor figure at the head of 
such a movement. 

Her recent utterances have made her a rival, 
in harmful influence, of Emma Goldman. While 
duller souls than hers thrilled at the nation’s 
response to the call of the oppressed and the en- 
slaved, thig woman of varied experience and un- 
usual qualifications could see only the chance to 
carp at the Government, and to voice vague fore- 
bodings of capitalistic control.

OUGH electricity is undoubtedly the safest available agency for 
producing light, heat and power, nevertheless many accidents still 
occur in its use because of improper installation or careless band- 


Jing of electric wiring and appliances. Careful observance of tke precau- 
tions outlined below would undoubtedly save hundreds of lives annually, 
besides avoiding many serious injuries and preventing the loss of hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars’ worth of property. 


Do not touch or disturb any elec- 
tric wiring or appliances in buildings, 
except such as are intended to be 
handled. 

Keep furniture and materials away 
from interior wires, or see that the 
wiring, is in conduit or otherwise 
adequately protected against me- 
chanical injury. 

After using portable heating appli- 
ances, turn off the current before 
leaving them. Pressing irons, in par- 
ticular, frequently cause fires where 
left on ironing boards by slowly 
burning through combustible mate- 
yials beneath. Water-heating devices 
also sometimes become dangerously 
‘overheated and set fire to adjacent 
woodwork after the water has boiled 
away. 

The placing of such substanees as 
paper or cloth over lamp bulbs is 


Pe likely to result in fires. An electric

EVER touch those interior live 
metal parts of the socket, 
‘plugs or receptacles which are used 
to carry current. In handling elec- 
trical devices use the insulating han- 
dies which are provided for that pur- 
pose. Persons are sometimes. killed 
or injured in their own homes by 
carelessly or recklessly touching bare 
current-carrying parts, especially 
where the devices are of bad design 
or poorly maintained. Touching 
such parts is particularly dangerous 
if the hands are wet by perspiration 
or otherwise and so make good con- 
tact, as is likely to be the case in 
bathrooms and laundries. The hands 
cf children are usually moist enough 
also to increase this danger. 

While in bathrooms, toilet rooms, 
kitchens, ndries, basements or 
other rooms with damp (floors, 
stoves, heaters, steam or hot water 
radiators or pipes which may be 
touched, avoid touching any metal 
part of lamp sockets, fixtures or oth- 
er electrical devices, since it may ac- 


_cidentally be alive. 


While in a bathtub never touch 
eny part of an electric cord or fix- 
ture, even if it is a nonconductor. 

When using the telephone, avoid 
touching stoves, radiators or any 
other of the metal objects above 
rientioned, particularly during elec- 
trical storm. 


VOID touching bare or abraded 
spots on flexible cords at- 
tached to electric lamps, pressing 
jrons or other portable devices. Han- 
die all cords carefully in order to 
evoid such injury to their insulation. 
Do not hang them on nails or over 
fixed wires. Always have them re- 
paired or replaced by a competent 
electrician when any injury to insu- 
lation is observed. Abraded insula- 
tion is a too prolific cause of per- 
geonal injuries and fires, and this 
often results from disturbance of 
criginally well insulated wires 
Never touch a wire or any elec- 
trical device which has fallen on-2 
gtreet, alley or lawn, or which hangs 
within your reach, if there is any 
yossibility that it may still be touch- 
ing any overhead electric wire. Any 
euch wire or device may be danger- 
ous or may become so at any mo- 
ment. by leakage from other wires 
elther nearby or at a distance. Even 
a damp or green branch hanging 
from overhead wire may be alive. 
Never climb a pole or three on or 
near which electric wires pass. 
Never touch such wires from win- 
dows nor while on roofs. Also never 
raise a metal pole, rake or pipe or 
a metal-bound ladder so that it 
comes in contact with overhead 
wires. 


EVER throw strings, 
pieces of wire over the electric 


‘ wires carried overhead. Also never 
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fly kites near overhead wires nor 
throw sticks or stones at insulators. 


sticks or} 


Besides the danger to one’s self‘one 
may short-circuit the wires, causing 
them to fall, or one may cause 
enough curren leakage to set fire to 
property near at hamd or at a dis- 
tance and thus endanger the lives of 
many persons. 

Never touch a person who has 
been shocked while he is still in con- 
tact with the electric circuit unless 
you know how to remove him from 
the wire or the wire from him with- 
out danger to yourself. Have some 
one immediately call the nearest 
doctor and the, lighting company. 
Use a long dry board, or a. dry 
wooden-handled rake, or broom to 
draw the person away from the wire 
or the wire away from him. Never 
use metal or any moist object. By 
touching the person one may receive 
the shock himself. 

Cases have occurred where several 
persons by attempting to rescue oth- 
er persons from contact with a live 
wire, without understanding how to 
do so safely, have been themselves 
fatally injured. : 


HEN a person, unconscious 
from electrical shock, is en- 

tirely clear of the live wire which 
caused the injury, do not delay an 
instant in attempting to revive him. 
Turn him on his stomach, face side- 
wise, pull his tongue out of his 
throat, if he has partly swallowed it, 
as sometimes happens, and imme- 
diately induce artificial breathing of 


the victim by pressing down firmly 
but not roughly on his lower back 
ribs at the rate of about 15 times per 
minute, continuing until the doctor 
or other competent person arrives 
If the doctor is delayed or suggests 
no better action, do not give up the 
effort, but continue this artificial 
resipiration for hours. 

Remember that the lungs should 
not be compressed too many times a 
minute. Apply the pressure every 
fotr or five seconds by a watch or 
each time the worker’s own breath 
is exhaled at moderate rate. 

The Cost of Style vs. Shoe 
HEN the shoe clerk of the 
W present day says, “Madam, 
these shoes are worth their 
weight in gold,” he actually is not 
very far off. A shoe manufacturer 
in Lynn, Mass., recently made an in- 
teresting experiment, says the Illus- 
trated World. He put onto a scale 
one dollar’s worth of a certain grade 
of fine shoe leather. He put onto 
the other scale one silver dollar. The 
weight -was the same in each case. 
So at the present time a good piece 
of leather is actually worth its 
weight in silver, and any commodity 
which is worth its weight in coined 
silver (which is to say about a third 
more than plain bullien silver in the 
bar) is not to be called cheap. 

Of course, when we buy a pair of 
shoes for $19 we cannot say that 
there is actually 10 dollars’ worth 
of leather in them, because “style” 
value is at the present time of such 
importance. It is safe to say, how- 
ever, that soon this extreme style 
value will diminish a little, because 
when people finally: realize the full 
value of leather itself there will be 
plenty economically minded enough 
who are willing to buy shoes on their 
merits as footwear and for service 
alone.

HOW TO GROW 
LIMA BEANS 
IMA beans should not be plant- 
L ed until the ground is thor- 
oughly warmed up, as they 
are a heat-loving crop and the seed 
will rot if planted when the ground 
is cold. Most gardeners prefer the 
pole varieties, as they yield better 
than the bush varieties and are su- 
perior to the bush varieties in many 
other respects. One marked advan- 
tage of the pole beans is that they 
utilizing the fence as a support for 
the vines. In this manner a crop of 
beans can be secured with the use 
of a minimum amount of spacing. 
When planted in rows in the gar- 
den, pole Lima beans are usually 
planted in hills 3 to 4 feet apart and 
supported on poles or a string and 
wire trellis. 
The bush Limas are usually drilled 
in rows some 3% feet apart for horse 
cultivation, or slightly ‘closer for 
hand cultivation. The Lima beans 
are a full season crop, that is, they 
occupy the ground for the entire 
growing season, and aée sufficient 
amount should be planted to pro- 
vide for the needs of the family for 
the entire season. Any surplus not 
used green may be allowed to dry 
on the vines, picked and stored for 
winter use. , 
Lima beans constitute one of the 
most satisfactory crops for growing 
for winter’s use, as the only care 
necessary to save them is to pick 
the ripe pods, dry them thoroughly 
and shell the beans. In the northern 
portion of the counttry where Lima 
beans do not thrive, pole beans of 
the Lazy Wife variety will give sat- 
isfaction.—U. 8S. Department of Agri- 
culture. 


To Cure Sore Throat. 


O many people have been troubled 

with sore throats this spring. 
It is most unwise to allow this con- 
dition to progress, since many seri- 
ous forms of sickness start with 
“just a sore throat.” When the 
throat feels raw, half hour garg ing 
periods, using warm salt water, are 
advised. This is an antiseptic and 
removes the irritation. Again equal 
parts of listerine, water and perox- 
ide is even more effective. For an 
annoying tickling in the throat an 
application of hot glycerine rubbed 
thoroughly into the pores and cover-

ay MILK BOTTLE,” is_ the 
slogan of a pamphlet issued 
by F. B. Mumford, Federal Food Ad- 
mintstrator of Missouri, and W. F. 
Gephart, chairman of the St. Louis 
Food Administration. 
It is an appeal to the citizens of 
the city and State to use more milk. 
It says: 


HE Unitéd States Food Ad- 
ministration thoroughly 
approves the efforts being made 
to increase the consumption of 
milk. At the present price of 
milk throughout the United 
States, it is one of the cheapest 
sources of food available to the 
American. people. It has in- 
creased somewhat in price as 
the result of war condjtions, 
but it has increased less in price 
than almost any other food com- 
modity. 

There ts no other source of 
food so important for growing 
children. Nutrition authorities 
have clearly established the fact 
that the vital nutrients essential 
for growth are found in milk in 
larger amounts and Mm more 
readily available form than any 
other food materials. 

Statistics on milk consumption 
show clearly that the average 
family is at the present time 
consuming less quantity of milk 
than is desfrable both from the 
standpoint of efficient nutrition 
and economy. You are earnest- 
ly requested to give more 
thought to the food value of milk 
and to use it as liberally as pos- 
sible to the end that the solid 
foods, such as flour and meats, 
may be shipped to our boys and 
our allies Over There.
